There was no mistaking the 

President's bitterness over Wal- 

lace’s announcement of his presi- 


dential candidacy on a third party | 


ticket. The intonation « of the 
President’s words and the curt- 
ness of his replies to several prod- 
ding questions by reporters left 
no doubt that he believed he 
should not give Wallace the bene- 
fit of White House comment. 

His manner during the question- 
Ing about Wallace was in sharp 
contrast with the happy holiday 
spirit he displayed during the rest 
of his conference. 

Inquiries on Wallace. 

The first inquiry was what 
effect Wallace’s candidacy would 
have on the Democratic party. 
The President merely replied that 
he had no comment on that. 

Another reporter asked whether 
the third party candidacy would 
affect the new year for the Demo- 
crats. This time he replied that 
he was sure the Democrats would 
have a happy new year and that 
he would have one himself. 

A third reporter asked for com- 
ment on Wallace's assertion that 
the Democrats were not the party 
of peace. It was at this point 
that the Président sharply replied 
that he would not comment on 
anything Henry Wallace says. 

Bert Andrews of the New York 
Herald Tribune asked‘whether this 
included Wallace’s Charge that 
there wag no difference between 
Truman and a Republican. With 
a smile, the President merely said, 
now Bert. 

The President began the confer- 
ence with an extemporaneous talk 
About the new year. He said that 
1947 had been a good year and 


that he was looking forward confi- 


dently to 1948 when all nations 
might agree on world peace and 
the United Nations would be im- 
plemented.

This is only a trifle less than in 
1947. The export surplus has 
brought about such a big increase 
in prices that it is obviously im- 
posaible to carry through the plan 
as now submitted and still hope 
that prices can be held down. 

Mr, Edward G. Nourse, the 
chairman of the President’s Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers, said on 
Saturday: 

“There is a distinct possibility 
that ‘inflation will slow down, 
but heavy exports could make 
more critical the scarcity of steel 
and grain, thus adding to infla- 
tion. 

The Marshall plan calls for 
large quantities of steel and grain. 
If we want the Marshall plan in 
the form proposed we might as 
well admit today that it necessar- 
ily means —— prices. 

The Marshall plan in effect 
adopts without important change 
the figures requested by the 
European nations which met in 
Paris. It is substantially larger 
than the amounts recommended 

the Harriman committee, It is 

ted to cost during the first 
15 months the sum of $6,820,000,000. 
While supposed to cover 15 
months, the smounts already au- 
thorized wil practically take 
Europe to the first of July,. and 
the amcunts now sought probably 
will be spent in one year, ending 
on July 1, 1049. 

Pian Cost Estimate, 

The figure does not include $800,- 
000,000 for feeding’ the German 
civilian population, which figures 
heretofore have been included in 
Marshall plan figures. The total 
therefore is $7,600,000,000 for the 
first year, and with the additional 
sums requested from the Interna- 
tional Bank which are raised by 
the bank in the United States, it 
is really an _ eight-billion-dollar 
plan. Outside of this —— billion 
dollars, .European nations may 
draw as*much as $500,000,000 from 
the International Fund. Consid- 
ered as a four-year plan, on the 
game basis, it calls for approxi- 
mately 20 billion dollars rather 
than 17 billion dollars. 

Desirable as may be the objec- 
tives of the Marshall plan, cer- 
tainly we must consider its effect 
on our own economy and welfare 
before we accept it in the magni- 
tude suggested. No nation has 
fever been as generous as the Unit- 
ed States. Now it is proposed 
that we step up our European 
fts and loans from approximate- 
ly five billion dollars to eight bil- 
lion dollars. 

European Loans Termed “Gifts.” 

Certainly there are serious ob- 
jections which must be consid- 
ered. These loans are in effect 
gifts, for no nation can hope to 
repay such huge sums, any more 
than they were able to do s0 
after the first World War. This 
money comes out of the American 
taxpayer. Your share here in the 
city and county of St, Louls will 
be about $200,000,000. The share 
of every American family on the 
average is over $500, and the 
share of every urban family on 
the average very much greater. 
Eight billion dollars represents 
about half of the meney raised 
by the personal income tax.

Strain on Free Economy. 

Our tremendous production is 
clearly due to the free system 
which has prevailed in this coun- 
try, but that free system has its 
limitations. Too great a strain 
is shown by increasing prices. 
When we have to face the alter- 
natives of higher prices or arbi- 
trary controls, it simply means 
that we are trying to do something 
beyond our capacity to do. If the 
Europeans want the surplus pro- 
duced by a free economy, they 
have to take that free economy 
with its economic limitations. If 
we to push it too hard, it will 
only bring inflation and then de- 
pression, and finally kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg. 

My doubts about our ability to 
ship this huge amount of goods on 
credit are equaled by my doubt 
whether it will really do the good 
in Europe which is claimed. The 
State Department today is putting 
on a tremendous propaganda 
drive. Every radio commentator 
has apparently been briefed and 
urged to fill the air with humani- 
tarian appeals for Euro The 
American people are a e table 
people. The appeal is being made 
on an emotional basis. As far as I 
can discover much less than half 
of the sum asked is for relief or 
for food or for fuel. Most of it is 
to help build up Huropean indus- 
try, a kind of five-year plan like 
Stalin’s, or like a European TVA. 

The figure is apparently based 


on a budget deficit between im- 


ports and exports. These countries 
added up the imports they wished 
to have and subtracted the ex- 
ports which they think they can 
ship, and then they hand us a 
bill for the difference. And the 
Marshall plan proposes that we 
underwrite this deficit. Not only 
do we finance the exports from 
this country to Europe, but about 
two and a half billion dollars of 
the first year’s sum is to pay for 
exports to Europe and Canada and 
the Argentine and other parts of 
the world, 

I question the whole method of 
fixing the amount of aid on this 

sis. I do not believe a calcula- 
ion of this kind is worth the 
paper it is written on because 
there are so many uncertain fac- 
tors depending on what happens 
in the various countries concerned. 
To make any such calculsiion re- 
quires a decision as to the stan- 
dard of living at which these 
various nations are going to be 
supported. Naturally they want to 
live on just as high a standard as 
possible. It requires a decision as 
to what the governmental policies 
are going to be on balancing their 
budgets, on the maintaining of a 
stable currency, and on govern- 
mental policies which encourage 
or discourage production, 


Places Responsibility in Europe. 

The solution of many of the 
European problems must rest with 
their own governments, Many of 
the countries have the manpower 
and many have the machinery, 
but they are not producing enough 
to pay for their imports. Unbal- 
anced budgets, socialist planning, 
bureaucratic controls and the 
maintenance of false currency 
values all help to prevent their 
recovery. How can we guess what 
their production will be or their 
needs for imports if we do not 
know what. policy their govern- 
ments may pursue? Why should 
we make ourselves responsible for 
something entirely beyond our 
control? 

As a matter of fact I think 
that we tend to ovér-estimate 
the importance of American dol- 
lars on foreign nations. Un-

Favors Thorough Scrutiny. 

I believe now we should set up 
a new authority to deal with the 
whole problem of exports and aid 
to Europe. We should determine 
from time to time the surpluses 
we have which may of 
real value to these countries, We 
can furnish food to the extent we 
have food, and we should furnish 
other goods which will enable 
these countries to go 
themselves. ‘But aid should only 
be given when the necessity, and 
the good results can be clearly 
shown, 

Certainly when we are dealing 
with our people’s money, when we 
are dealing with our economic 
welfare, we not only have the 
right but the obligation to scruti- 
nize every feature of this vast 
program. Will it really do Burope 
more good than it does harm to 
the United States? The whole 
world is dependent on the United 
States remaining sound and pro- 
ductive. If this plan produces dis- 
satisfaction, inflation and depres- 
sion in the United States, it fails 
even of its purpose to succor Fu- 
rope. 7 

No one has stated more em- 
phatically n the Président the 
danger to this country of contin- 
ued inflation. No matter what con- 
trols we authorize, they are bound 
to fail unless we remove or lessen 
the causes which create the tre- 
mendous buying power in the 
United States today. The Admin- 
istration cannot have it both ways. 
If it were proved to be necessary 
to extend aid to Europe in the 
volume proposed, then we must 
recognize that our people have to 
pay the price both in taxes and 
increased prices. If the Admin- 
istration insists upon the Marshall 
plan in its present form, it can 
never blame anyone else for the 
steady increase of prices in the 
United States.

Cost to Consumers Is 
‘Much Lower Than Na- 
tional Average, Report 
Shows.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31—The 
Tennessee Valley Authority report- 
ed today its sales of electric power 
for the fiscal year ended last June 
30 were 28 per cent higher than 
the year before and 12 per cent 
above fiscal 1945 when power sales 
reached a wartime peak. The in- 
crease was attributed to greater 


dollars use of power by the municipal and 


co-operative distri 
served by TVA. 

Power revenues were about $44- 
000,000 and 26 per cent higher than 
the year before. 

The average annual bill & resi- 
dential consumers of TVA power 
was given as $36.51 for 2197 kilo- 
watt hours. For the nation the 
average bill is $43.49 for 1385 kilo- 
watt hours. 

“Thus,” the report said, “the a. 
erage domestic consumer in the 
Tennessee Valley region used @ 
per cent more electricity in his 
home and paid 16 per cent less for 
it than the average residential 
consumer in the United States.” 

TVA's net income from power 
sales, before interest, was the 
highest in the 14 years of ite 
existence, $21,839,000, This was 
computed as a return of 5% per 
cent on the average net invest- 
ment of power wry ae year.

CHICAGO, Dec. 31—A Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court,

can history last night. 

On the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of John Peter Altgeld in a 
German village, they met for a 
radio broadcast from the Stevens 
Hotel and paid tribute as full as 
words could pay to the memory of 
the pioneer progressive and stanch 
defender of human rights who was 
literally hounded out of the gover- 
norship of Illinois as an “anarch- 
ist” and “communist” in the 908. 

The poet, white-haired Carl 
Sandburg, slowly read into the 
microphone the moving lines of 


Vachel Lindsay's The Eagle That 
Is Forgotten” written when the 
very name of the executive who 
pardoned the Haymarket riot 
prisoners was still a red flag. Then 
a biographer of Lincoln added 
hese words of his own: 
am not sure but the dust 
and “bones of Vachel Lindsay 
would shake just a little if they 
could see this room full of peo- 
ple come here tonight to salute 
John P. Altgeld.” 
Justice Douglas Speaks. 
Justice William O. Douglas of 
the Supreme Court, whose presence 
served in effect to reverse the 
judgment of one of his prede- 
cessors on the high bench, Jus- 
tice David J. Brewer that Altgeld 


was a traitor, appealed for much 


wider application of the protec- 
tions of the Bill of Rights. He 
said that “a people who proclaim 
their civil liberties but extend 
them only to preferred groups 
— down the path to totalitarian- 


Applauding Altgeld for freeing 
men who he believed did not 
have a fair trial, Justice Douglas 
said that the United States needs 
today his “courage and stead- 
fastness of purpose for the pro- 


tection of the civil liberties of our 


people.” These liberties, he said, 
require protection not primarily 
in distant state and national capi- 
tals but in local police stations, 
voting booths and courts. ’ 

“When Altgeld insisted that 
even Anarchists were entitled to 
due, procees of law, he himself 
was labeled as subversive in- 
fluence,” Douglas related. 

“That will often be said today 
when one insists that the safe- 
guards of the Bill of Rights be 
extended to all groups, including 
any minority group in our midst 
that may be at the whipping post 
or the subject of temporary hys- 
teria. 

“Yes, it takes courage to stand 
between an unpopular minority 
and the community, insisting that 
our Bill of Rights was designed 
for the protection of all people 
whatever their race, creed or po- 
litical faith.”

WEATHER SET FEW 
RECORDS THS YEAR 


It Was Erratic, Says Wahl- 
gren, and Brought. Worst 
Flood Since 1844. 


The year closing tonight dis- 
played some erratic weather, in- 
cluding the worst flood since 1844, 
but otherwise set few new records, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahigren 


said today. 

The month of October, with a 
mean temperature of 67.2 degrees, 
was the warmest of record, sur- 
passing the 66.3 recorded for that 
month in 1897. August, with 28 
days of 90-degree temperature or 
over equalled the record for that 
month sat in 1901. 

The total number of days on 


which the mercury topped 90 de- 
grees was 53 this year, compared 
to a normal of 35. Similarly, 
there wére 97 days on which the 
minimum was 32 degrees or lower, 
against an average of 79. The 
hottest day of the year came on 
Aug. 6 with a reading of 102. 
Coldest days were Jan. 4 and Feb. 
7 at five above zero. — 

Heavy rains both locally and in 
the lower Missouri and upper Mis- 
sissippi valleys kept the Missis- 
sippi river above flood stage here 
for a total of 56 days—from April 
12 to May 2 and June 9 to July 13. 
The peak came on July 2 at 8 a.m. 
with a reading of 40.26 feet as 
against the record 41.39 feet set in 
1844. Damage to the city and St. 
— county was put at $12,000,- 
The heavy rains ended abruptly 
in July, and in August only 0.68 
of an inch was recorded, a start- 
ling contrast to the year before 
when 20.45 inches fell in that 
month, For the year as a whole, 
the precipitation was 35.41 inches 
against a normal of 37.44 and a 
total fall last year of 57.12. The 
heaviest 2 hour downpour oc- 
curred on Feb. 24 to 25 when 3.98 
inches fell, a mere shower com- 
pared with the 8.78 that fell op 
Aug. 15 to 16, 1946. 
While the snowfall to date is 
21.6 against a normal of 17.7. 
inches, most of this snow fell in 
the early months of the year. The 
current month has produced only 
0.7 inches, all of which fell on the 
tenth. Traces were noted on three 
other days. 2

There have been 15 fewer 
deaths due to traffic accidents in 
the city this year than there were 
at this time a year- ago, Reyburn 
Hoffmann, secretary manager of 
the Safety Council of Greater St. 
Louis said today. 

To date there have been 88 
deaths, Hoffmann said, compared 
to 103 in 1946. He warned New 
Year celebrants not to mix drink- 
ing with driving and cautioned 
those who rely on public trans- 
portation to be alert when cross- 
ing streets. Of the 88 deaths this 
year, he pointed out, 62 were 
pedestrians. 

From January through Novem- 
ber this year, the council’s records 
show, there have been 6001 auto- 
mobile accidents in the city and 
3330 persons have been injured. 

In Chicago, the National Safety 
Council estimated the 1947 traf- 
fic death total for the country at 
32,500 or 1200 less than last year. 
Ned H. Dearborn, council presi- 
dent, warned however, that the 
death figure still represented one 
every 16 minutes of the year.

Truman Refuses to Say Why He 
Did Not Rename Landis to CAB 


Appears Surprised to 


Learn of Second Va- 


cancy — Ex-Senator Mead and Griffis 
‘Reported Considered for Posts.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 31 — A 
terse “no comment” was Presi- 
dent Truman’s response at his 
press conference today when he 
was asked if he would care to say 
why he had not reappointed 
James A, Landis as chairman of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. 

The President, otherwise in a 
genial pre-holiday mood, bristled 
a bit at the quéstion and the lines 
around his mouth tightened. He 
was not much more informative 
regarding other inquiries about 
the CAB and appeared surprised 
to learn from a reporter’s question 
that there was still another va- 
cancy to be filled on the five-man 
CAB as a result of a resignation 
last October. 

Reported under consideration 
for appointment to the vacancies 
are former Senator James. N. 
Mead of New York, a wheelhorse 
of the party who sacrificed a 
fighting chance to retain his 
Senate seat last year for the hope- 
less task of opposing Gov. Dewey, 
and Stanton Griffis, United States 
Ambassador to Poland. Neither 
has a background in aviation. 
Griffis was a New York invest- 
ment banker before his diplomatic 
appointment. 

Landis Expected to Be Renamed. 

The term of Landis, former 
dean of Harvard Law School and 
one of the last leaves on the New 
Deal tree, expires at midnight. He 
had expected to be reappointed, 
despite strong opposition from the 
airline operators, and was stunned 
by the casual announcement at the 
White House yesterday, made 
through press secretary Charles 
G. Ross, that he would be through 
after today. : 

Associates of Landis, said that 
despite his resentment, he would 
have nothing to say. “What 4he 
hell can he say, and why should 
he say anything?” one of them 
asked this reporter. “He’s the 
sort of person who can go outside 
and earn several] times the $10,000 
a year he was paid in government. 
We thought he was the sort of 
person they wanted in govern- 
ment.” Landis himself was not 
available. 

Truman said Oswald Ryan, vice 
chairman of CAB, would be acting 
chairman, pending appointment of 
a new chairman. Ryan is a law- 
yer, The remaining two members 
are Harlee Branch, former news- 
paper man and later second as- 
sistant Postmaster General, and 
Josh Lee, former Senator from 
Oklahoma. 

Exchange on Second Vacancy. 

When a reporter pointed out to 
the President that the expiration 
of Landis’s appointment, without 
designation of a successor, left 
the CAB with two vacancies, Tru- 
man repeated the figure incred- 
ulously. The reporter supplied 
the name of Clarence M, Young, 
who resigned in October to take 
a $17,000 a year job as manager 
of Los Angeles airports. 

Asked whether Mead was under 
consideration for one of the two 
places, the President said he was 
thinking about Mead for one of 
several Government assignments, 
but not necessarily one of the two 
CAB vacancies. The name of 
Griffis was not brought up at the 
press conference, 

Landis leaves the CAB in a dis- 
pute, as he often was, with the 
operators of the airlines. He was 
chairman of a special air safety 
board named by the President 
earlier this year after a series of 
disastrous airplane crashes. The 
board’s report, recommending ad- 
ditional safety procedures, was de- 
livered to the President yesterday. 
At his press conference Truman 
said he had not yet read it, but 
that it would be made public after 
he had read it. 

Some of the Air Safety Board's 
recommendations, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned, will cost the air- 
lines money if they are put into 
effect. “They are very sensitive 
when you hit them in the pocket- 
book,” said one of Landis’s asso- 
ciliates. He pointed out that a mi- 
nority report, disputing recom- 
mendations of the majority who 


were with Landis, had been filed 


by Milton W. Arnold, vice presi- 
dent of the Air Transport Asso- 
clation and a member of the Air 
Safety Board. 

Arnold, however, said his re- 
port represented his personal 
views, and not necessarily those of 
the Air Transport Association, 
which is the organization of air- 
Une operating companies, 


Proposals of Safety Board. 

Among the recommendations of 
the Air Safety -Board majority 
were proposals that terrain prox- 
imity indicators (radar) be in- 
stalled on all commercial trans- 
port planes as a precaution 
against flying into unseen moun- 
tains; that temperatures be taken 
into consideration in determining 
permissible gross weight take-off 
limits for airplanes; and that the 
formula for establishing permis- 
sible gross take-off weights which 
considers wind velocity and direc- 
tion and length of runway be re- 
vised, 

All these measures would have 
the effect, on occasion, of compel- 
ing airlines to lighten their pay 
loads in the interest of safety. 

Another recommendation of the 
board to which the airlines may be 
expected to object was that they 
establish a retirement fund for 
plane crews and bolster their 
stand-by pay scales so that crews 
may not be tempted when weather 
conditions are adverse, to take off 
in order to get back on the higher 
pay scale for flying time. 

Landis was said to have urged 
the pay and retirement recommen- 
dations on the ground that they 
contributed psychologically toward 
disposing pilots to development of 
safety attitudes. 

Aside from all these considera- 
tions, Landis has not been per- 
sonally attractive to the airline ex- 
ecutives with whom he deals. He 
is by nature brusk and inclined to 
be pedantic, rather than persua- 
sive. 

Economic Views. 

On economic grounds other than 
those concerned with safety Lan- 
dis gained enemies in the industry. 

He encouraged the development 
of cargo-carrying independent air 
transport companies, which have 
made tremendous inroads into the 
freight potentialities of the estab- 
lished airlines, and he, was a vigor- 
ous opponent of the “chosén in- 
strument” plan under which all 
American overseas flights would 
be by one company to be formed 
by the major domestic companies. 
Rejection of the “chosen instru- 
ment” proposal left the way open 
to what some airline operating 
companies regard as cutthroat 
competition. * 

The AFL Airline Pilots Associa- 


tion, thé union to which virtually, 


all pilots and co-pilots belong, had 
called for Landis’s reappointment 
“in the interest of improving the 
safety of the traveling public.” 

The union’s office here made 
public a statement issued in Chi- 
cago by its president, David L. 
Behncke charging that a powerful 
lobby had used its influence to 
block reappointment of Landis. 

“As chairman of the CAB,” said 
Behncke, “Mr. Landis has done 
more in the brief period of his 
appointment than all of his prede- 
cessors combined have done to 
promote air safety. Surely such a 
strong stand for safety could not 
fail to make enemies for Mr. 
Landis,” 

Fatalities on scheduled airlines 
have been on the upgrade, as a 
matter of fact, during the year 
and a half Landis has served the 
CAB as chairman. The bare sta- 
tistics, however, do not tell the 
whole story. 

Use of Two Large Planes. 

That period has been the intro- 
duction and widespread use of 
two new large types of airplanes, 
the Lockheed Constellation and 
the Douglas DC-6, both of which

Vetoes Levy on Tobacco 
—7500 Salaries to Rise 
Total of $2,136,000 An- 
nually. ® 


An ordinance increasing salaries 
of about 7500 city — $2,- 
136,000 annually, and four révenue 
measures expected to produce 51. 
500,000 a year, were signed today 
by Mayor Aloys P. ufmann. 
A fifth income-producing measure 
placing a tax on tobacco products 
other than cigarettes was vetoed. 


In signing the pay increase or- 
dinance, the Mayor issued a state- 
ment expressing the gratitude of 
the city employes for public un- 
derstanding for the necessity of 
raising salaries. The pay in- 
creases, which become effective 
immediately, will be received by 
all city employes under civil serv- 
ice classifications, 

Bills to raise the salaries of 
employes in other city offices 
under state jurisdiction are pend- 
ing before the Board of Aldermen 
or will be introduced shortly. 

Theater Receipts » 

The revenue ordinances the 
Mayor signed, which also become 
effective immediately, place a 5 
per cent tax on gross receipts of 
theaters, increase the cigarette 
tax from 2 to 3 cents a package 
and place a 5 per cent tax on ad- 
missions to sports and amusement 
events. ; 

“The vetoed measure was 80 
written by associate City Coun- 
selor Forest Ferris that it placed 
a 5 per cent tax on both whole 
sale and retail] tobacco dealers. 
The administration, which had 
sponsored the bill, had intended 
the measure to be similar to other 
licensing ordinances which place 
taxes on either the wholesaler or 
the retailer, but not both. 

Mayor Kaufmann said he would 
ask the Board of Aldermen when 
it reconvenes Jan. 9 to enact a 
new ordinance placing a 5 per cent 
tax on tobacco products of either 
wholesale or retail dealers.

The Brown Bomber seemed 
more ncerned over his golf. 
Somewhat gloomily, he said: 

“I can’t play any golf until after 
June, In my last fight with Billy 
Conn and against Walcott I felt a 
funny feeling in my arms when 
I started to throw a punch or 
block one. It felt like little pins 
and needles sticking me. So, I 
agreed with my managers not to 
play golf until after my next fight 
with Walcott.” 

Louis said he plans to spend 
about six weeks at a champions’ 
sports exhibition in London. He 
spent nine months in England dur- 
ing the war and said he is look- 
ing forward to returning to that 
country.

Panyushkin said he considered 
his most important task to be “to 
further in every possible way the 
strengthening of the political, 
economic and cultural relations 
between the Soviet Union and the 
United States.” 

Truman said in reply that the 
United States Government shared 
the envoy’s view of the importance 
of relations between this country 
and Russia “in the present unset- 
tled state of the world.” 

The President added:

HE United States put all nations on notice today ko keep their 
ships, planes and people out of the Eniwetok atomic weapons 


testing area, starting one month from now. 


A formal warning from the 
Atomic Energy Commission, in 
something of an understatement, 
said “hazards” will exist in a 39,- 
000-square-mile area surrounding 
the Pacific atoll beginning Jan. 31 
and throughout the calendar year 
1948.” The notice was relayed to 
foreign governments by the State 
Department. 

The total area is roughly half 
that set aside for the Bikini atom 
bomb experiments of 1946. How- 
ever, the commission's announce- 
ment said that “if necessary, 
warnings .of .any hazards outside 
the designated danger area will be 
given in the event that such dan- 
gers are created by activities con- 
ducted within the danger area.” 
This was taken to mean that 
the 39,000 square-mile area is a 
basic zone, to be expanded tem- 
porarily .as tests are conducted. 
Winds and currents, which might 
carry radioactive clouds of water, 
generally move westward. from the 
Marshall Islands through most of 
the year, 

The United Nations was notified 


a month ago of this country’s in- 
tention to create a restricted zone 


around the Eniwetok area, when 
the United States publicly dis- 
closed selection of the atoll for its 
atomic proving grounds site. 

While atomic energy commission 
officials described the latest notice 
as simply a safety measure, it 
nevertheless will serve to advise 
all countries how close any ob- 
server might approach to the high- 
ly secret cluster of coral islands 
where the United States will try 
out new atomic weapons. 

The possibility of any long-range 
peeping is pretty much confined 
to ships or submarines, Airplanes 
of any foreign power would have 
to travel so far that it is unlikely 
that method of unsanctioned ob- 
servation might be attempted. 
Surface ships are conspicuous.

Truman’s State of the Union 
message will ride the cost-of-living 
issue high, wide and handsome. 
This will be its most controver- 
sial aspect. Its general tone will 
be New Dealism. 

His budget will show savings in 
normal expenditures over this 
year of a billion, maybe more, 
but a four-to-five-billion bulge for 
the Marshall Plan threatens to put 
the budget total in the neighbor- 
hood of a whopping forty billions. 
Budget Director Webb, sweating 
it out with the usual array of pro- 
testing cabinet officers, is sure of 
his savings, though he has had to 
wrestle also with rising costs 
everywhere, Treasury estimators 
tell the budgetmakers they can 
count on tax revenues from a na- 
tional income of nearly 200 billions 
next year as compared to 178 bil- 
lions this year.

Had he lived through it, this closing year of 1947 has not even fashioned the strong grip of universal 


would have been a disappointment to Tom Paine. He 
counted it an honor that the United States should have 
been called on to show the world a new and happier 
way of life. But after the second world war thrust lead- 
ership upon the nation more firmly than ever, this year’s 
record shows that many an American would have de- 
clined the honor if he could. The role brought with it 
too many frustrations from afar—frustrations which took 
the flavor out of American prosperity for the blindly self- 

On glancing back over the calendar’s pages before 
dropping them into the New Year’s Eve hearth fire, it 
seems to such people that the United States might have 
coped with the year’s political maneuverings and with 
$3 wheat, $2.50 steak and $1 butter had the country not 
been worried also by a most uneasy peace. 

The year’s record, however, hardly supports this self- 
pitying theory. Even when ignoring the world scene, it 
is necessary to confess that Americans managed their af- 
fairs in 1947 without that forward-looking spirit, that 
sense of purpose which so often was their strong prop in 
times of crisis. The Eightieth Congress, dominated by 
the Republicans, was a sorry one. As early as June, the 
Post-Dispatch was compelled to say that the national 
legislature has bent its best energies upon saving dollars 
rather than upon saving a deteriorating home situation 
and a deteriorating world peace.“ Now at December's end 
—after a special session—there can-be no substantial re- 
writing of that verdict. 


The Lilienthal Battle 


And the record of the White House is not so very 
much better. True, President Truman pointed to the 
major needs in the field of policy—control of inflation at 
home and a more positive program of aid abroad. But 
often his words came late and were not subsequently 


‘backed by all the force which the Chief Executive can 


muster. As in the Congress, there was too much jockey- 
ing for political advantage in the election year ahead. 
There was too much yielding to the temptation to slide 
by en issue, instead of meeting it squarely, 

Congress settled down to its work slowly—asgguight 
have been expected with the Republicans in the majority 
for the first time since 1930 and with the additional re- 
organization of committees necessitated by the LaFol- 
lette-Monroney Act. Unhappily, this reform was under- 
mined before the year’s end: 

The Senate’s refusal to seat Mississippi’s Bilbo—long 
a stench in the nostrils of all decent men—was hearten- 
ing enough. But this gesture of decency was all too soon 
offset by the disgraceful, 11-week fight against the con- 
firmation of TVA's David Lilienthal as chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. It was not until April 9 that 
the Senate finally threw off the thralldom of McKellar 
of Tennessee—second only to Bilbo on the list of its 
disgraces—and vindicated an able public servant. 

Even though this fight afforded many Americans—and 
especially an impressive section of the press—an oppor- 
tunity to reassert fundamental principles, it was sinister. 
It bespoke an un-American intolerance which more than 
once threatened to poison the year’s atmosphere. 

This disturbing attitude was more apparent in the 
House than in the Senate. The Thomas committee for 


the investigation of un-American activities gave defend- 


ers of civil liberties more than one uneasy moment. Un- 


questionably a democracy has not only the right but also 
the duty to defend itself against subversion and ‘treason. | 
It must not offer itself as a sacrificial lamb to its ene- 


mies. Yet its defense must not do violence to its first 
principles. As was pointed out by Representative Bake- 
well of St. Louis, reliance’ on hearsay and rumor—espe- 
cially in some phases of the Hollywood spectacle—was 


ge e It seemed to suggest a touch of hysteria rather 
than prudence and watchfulness. | 


Muting America’s Voice 
The Executive also set itself to the ferreting out of 


subversion. After the warning of Russian activities in 
Canada in connection with the atomic bomb, this was in- 


eyitable. But when the President issued his drastic 


“loyalty order” and when the State Department insti- 
tuted star-chamber proceedings against some of Hts em- 
ployes, there was again a disturbed feeling that the over- 
zealous or the malicious might destroy what they should 
be defending. The danger was recognized. ‘The estab- 
lishment of a board of appeals was a faltering step 
toward solving this admittedly difficult problem in the 
spirit of the Constitution. Yet it hardly went far enough. 
Its faults and its dangers are obvious. : 

But back to Congress. Zealous as it was for the de- 
fense of Americanism at home, it was shockingly reluc- 
tant to let the “Voice of America” be heard abroad. 


This stemmed. out of zeal for cutting the national budget, 


and the national income tax bill. Minnesota’s Repre- 
sentative Knutson came forward no less than three times 
with tax-reduction measures. The Administration, how- 
ever, stood firm on its sound theory that taxes should be 
kept high while incomes are high to the end that the na- 


‘tional debt may be reduced and mounting national 


obligations met. 

It could not, however, overcome all the attacks di- 
rected against the budget by Ax-Man Taber. As a result, 
the United States has lost many competent employes, and 
more than one public servicé—Bonneville’s great hydro- 
electric installation, for example, is sadly neglected. 
Not least alarming is the effect of this false economy on 
the armed services, especially the air force. The stick 
we carry these days is not very big. As yet, Congress 


military training. 

The armed services, however, have been brought to- 
gether under one head of cabinet rank. That must be 
marked up to the credit of the Congress—that and the 
enactment of badly needed labor legislation. The oft 
pointed-out need for a balancing of privileges in this 
field, frequently underscored by crippling strikes since 
the war’s end, was met by the Taft-Hartley Act. Shot 
through and through with political implications, this un- 
doubtedly was the most controversial business of the 
law-makers. In thé end, it had to be enacted over Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto. 


A Year of Labor Peace 


Organized labor, CIO and AFL alike, vehemently op- 
posed the measure. When it became law, the unions 
declared a holy war against its backers and authors, par- 
ticularly Senator Taft of Ohio. Although John L. Lewis 
took his United Mine Workers out of the AFL when that 


body accepted the anti-Communist provision of the law, 


most of the dire prophecies of union-busting still are 
unfulfilled. The storm and fury have abated, leaving 
little apparent damage in their wake. 

As Cyrus Ching, head of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, has pointed out, 1947 was a year of 
comparative labor peace. It may be a little difficult for 
St. Louisans to realize this—harassed as they were by 
the protracted local transportation strike and by the 
more widespread tie-up of telephone service. Both made 
plain the necessity for legislation for the control of 
stoppages against the public interest such as was adopted 
in Missouri and many other states. But the former— 


growing out of a disagreement as to arbitration pro- 


cedure—also demonstrated that management can make 
its contribution of stubbornness in a dispute. 

Whether peace on the labor front was to be attributed 
primarily to legislative action or even the threat of such 
action is a subject for speculation. No doubt, the Su- 
preme Court made its contribution when it upheld the 


strong course taken by the Government against Lewis 


in connection with last year's mine strike, One would 
like to believe that the calm was to be attributed to a 
measure of statesmanship on the part of such labor lead- 
ers as Philip Murray, and Walter Reuther whom the 
year, Brought to full leadership in the volatile Auto Work- 
ers’ Union. One- would like to believe that there was a 
realization of the imperative necessity for uninterrupted 
production—especially in the basic industries. | 

Industrialists themselves, however, did not in every 
case show that they realized that production was the 
basic weapon against an up-spiraling price inflation. 
More fearful of having idle plants in some future de- 
pression than mindful of the current need for more 


housing, more freight cars, more automobiles, more farm. 


machinery and more consumer goods, the steel industry, 
for example, steadfastly refused to increase adequately 
its productive capacity. a 5 


Awaking to Inflation 


Nor did Government approach the transcendent prob- 
lem of inflation with directness and vigor. With the 


official ending of hostilities—but by no means the at- 


tainment of peace—on last New Year’s Eve, virtually 
all remaining war-time controls were allowed to lapse. 
Congress even weakened rent control, and it refused to 
extend. the ban against installment sales—the dollar- 
down way of doing business which had so much to do 
with the credit collapse of 1929. 

There was even a feeling in Washington that “a little 
inflation is a good thing.” Not until the ducks headed 
south did there come any realization that the country 
was getting considerably more than a little inflation. 
Only toward the year's end did the President call for a re- 
turn to controls. Even then the men on Capitol Hill did 
not heed him. Instead, Senator Taft took in hand the 
drafting of a measure for voluntary controls—a measuré 
which Mr. man felt compelled to accept with the com- 
ment that it was “feeble and pitifully inadequate.” 

Thus the nation's divided leaders were anything but 
inspiring in facing the crisis. Political opportunism sank 
low, indeed, when the Department of Justice long turned 
its back on the Kansas City vote frauds—committed in 
an election in which the President had taken a personal 
hand. Even though some cenvictions have been obtained 
by now, the theft of the tell-tale ballots has not yet 
been solved. 0 

Most unfortunately, political thinking was sicklied o'er 
with the notion t leadership is dangerous on the eve 
of vote-counting. There was a shameful eagerness to 
be all things to all men. Hence Gov. Dewey's silent 
swing through the West, and the as yet “unofficial” can- 
didacies of men like Gen. Eisenhower and Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. It is at least a measure of integrity of men like 
Stassen and Taft that they took positive positions. 

Likewise it is encouraging that the President became 
more and more specific in his recommendations, Even 
the ill-advised candidacy of Henry Wallace may carry a 
bit of a blessing if it induces national leaders to sharpen 
their sense of the nation’s purpose.

And there is more involved than just America’s fate. 
Western Europe goes up or down with us—and we with 
it. Russian truculence, intransigeance and pressure are 
driving home that central fact. The Soviets, paradoxi- 
cally, may yet turn out to be the great educators who will 
make Americans realize that domestic and foreign policy 
are two faces of the same coin. But so far as 1947 went, 
we did rather better abroad than at home. 

With dramatic impact, the President on March 12 an- 
nounced what has become known as the Truman Doc- 
trine. After much talk about patience and firmness, the 
United States took a stand. It was, one may say, nega- 
tive. It drew a line. It was a blunt warning that this 
nation would not tolerate the further extension of totali- 
tarianism. Then in June, the Secretary of State spoke 
at Harvard. That was the genesis of what is now known 
as the Marshall plan. It was the positive complement of 
the Truman Doctrine. It asserted that we would give of 
our means to establish a sound, democratic Europe as an 
effective counterpoise to the slavery of a police state 
whose philosophy, no matter what its materialistic 
promises, is utterly opposed to the libertarian spirit of 
the West. 

The response to Secretary Marshall's invitation was 


- immediate, Before the month’s end, the representatives 


of the European nations gathered in Paris to work out in 
as much detail as possible the extent to which they could 
help themselves and the extent to which they felt com- 
pelled to look to the United States for rehabilitation. 


Moscow Moves Its Pawns 
Moscow, however, was quick to recognize the challenge. 
Molotov pulled out of the Paris talks before they were 
well started. Further, the Kremlin kept the nations with- 


in its orbit from participation, even forcing Poland and 


Czechoslovakia to “reconsider” accepted invitations, 
Signs of a Soviet counter-offensive soon appeared. In 
the United Nations, Vishinsky delivered his frenzied 
speech about American war-mongers. With the notable 
exception in the case of Palestine, Soviet disagreement 


on every issue became a virtual certainty. Secretary ' 


Marshall was forced to ask the U. N. delegates to judge 
between the U. S. and the U. S. S. R. in making his pro- 
posal for an interim committee —a little Assembly“ - o 
circumvent Soviet obstructionism in the Security Council. 
And they did so judge: resoundingly in vindication of the 
United States. 

But that did not bring the Politburo to the end of its 
string. The failure of the Moscow conference of the Big 
Four foreign ministers earlier in the year was repeated 


in London in December. Even the virtually agreed-upon . 


peace treaty with Austria remained unsigned. And there 
wil} now be—for who knows how long?—two Germanies 
in fact, if not in name. 

There were—and there will be—other irritants. And 
not all oratorical. Among the year’s examples were the 


‘announcement of a Communist regime in northern 


Greece, Tito’s pressure on Trieste; the Red strikes in 


France and Italy, the abdication of King Mihai and the 


creation of a Romanian “republic.” It is obvious by now 
—and never should be forgotten—that the Communists 
have introduced new pawns into the old game of power 
politics. . 


And if ever one be tempted—by Henry Wallace or an- » 


other—to wonder whether the United States really must: 
keep a strong hand in this game, it would be well to re- 
member Petkov dead, and Maniu on trial, and Miko- 
lajczyk in flight. Totalitarianism has no place for free- 
dom of thoug@t, speech or action. It frees no Indias or 
Burmas. ' 


The Burden and the Reward | 


Clear as it was through the year that tyramny must be 
opposed, there was less certainty about the detailed 
counter-measures. Must there jreally be support for a 
Labor-governed Britain slowly ng its way back into 
the world markets from which alone it can draw support 
for its people? Must the United States go to the aid of 
inflation-ridden France, threatened as it seemed to be in 
1947 by a civil war for its political control? Must this 
nation help to rebuild the Italy and the Germany against 
whose Fascism and Nazism we so lately were at war? 
Must we worry about the hungry and the displaced? 
Must we send men abroad as well as money? 

The year's answer—and it is not a new one—is that we 
can’t stay home again. American interests now run into 


. almost every corner of the world. There is no longer an 


island~safe and lush—to which the American can with- 
draw. He and his country are more than ever part and 
parcel of what once was called Western Christendom. 
That is‘a culture, a concurrence of interests, a civilization 
that can prevail only if it stands united. It finds its 
unity only under the banner of freedom. And the United 
States now must carry that banner. 

We Americans need a renewal of our sense of unity 
and purpose. There was such a spirit of marching for- 
ward in the early days of Franklin D. Roosevelt's leader- 
ship. It came again during the war. It animated our 
national life many times before. It must do so again. 
In place of 1947’s pettinesses there must come the convic- 
tion that there is great work to be done, work whose 
doing makes men great. History must not say of us in 
Keats’ words:

Sewerage System Troubles 


ERE are a couple of interest- 
H ing items we dug up that you 

might care to add to your 
growing list of “possible. Trou- 
bles That I Don’t Care to Think 
About Now.” 


Some home ↄwners have been 
faced with the distressing experi- 
ence of watching water from the 
atreet sewer main back into the 
house sewerage system during 
heavy and prolonged rains. This 
can be prevented by having a 
valve installed in the house sewer 
line which eliminates any chance 
of a reverse flow of water. Sewer- 
age can flow past this valve to the 
sewer line but not vice versa, 

If your sewerage system gets 
very noisy in the winter or waste 
liquid even goes so far as to back 
into fixture drains the cause may 
be that the inside of the vent 
stack above the house roof is 


closed by frost. This condition pre- 


vents the sewer gas in the line 
from escaping and so it begins to 
act up. One remedy is to have a 
plumber install a larger section of 
pipe at the top of the stack or a 
top of frost-proof construction, If
